i. (previously presented) A particle according to claim 7, wherein the water-soluble 
polymer is a polymer selected from the group consisting of: 
alkylcelluloses, 
hydroxyalkylcelluloses, 
hydioxyalkyl alkylcelluloses, 
carboxyalkylceliuloses, 
alkali metal salts of carboxyalkylceliuloses, 
carboxyalkylalkylcelluloses, 
carboxyalkylcellulose esters, 
starches, 
pectines. 
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chitin derivatives, 

di-, oligo- or polysaccharides, 

polyacryiic acids and the salts thereof, 

polyraethacrylic acids, the salts and esters thereof, methacrylate copolymers, . 
polyvinylalcohol, and 
polyalkylene oxides. 

9. (previously presented) A particle according to claim 8, wherein said water-soluble 

polymer is hydroxypropyl methylcellulose. 

10. (previously presented) A particle according to claim 9, wherein the weight ratio of 

(a):(b) is in the range of 1 : 1 to 1 :899.

(a) two parts by weight of said compound (a); and
